"The Italians took me to town and stripped mc of everything

the troop barracks and asked a lot of questions about how many 


soldiers had been landed and what kind of arms we carried. 
* I told them only my name, grade and serial number and 
refused all other information. When I spoke to the captain in 
Italian, asking the name of the town. he became enraged and 
accused me bf being a spy. 
He ordered my hands tied behind 
my back and I was led out of .the barracks and stood against a 
wall in the courtyard. 
"It looked as though .they were going to begin some rough 
stuff. 
I wasn't far wrong. 
The captain walked-about 20 feet 
away from me, took out his revolver and tired one shot at me.

For Rome Bombing, He Could 
Save It by Not Hiding There 


The bom bing of Rome has c re ­ 


ated a w orld w ide tension which 
is becom ing increasingly taut be­ 


cause of a vo luntary repression 
of public discussion, due to a 
tacit recognition all around that 
ifs a subject w hich is full of 
dy na mite. 
W hile th e r e s a strong disin­ 
clination to debate the air raid 
w hich already has taken place', a 
vorj g eneral hom e is being re ­ 
corded 
th a t 
circum stances 
will 
rende r furth e r bom bing unneces­ 
sary . From 
m any 
countries 
is 
com ing the renew ed appeal that 
M ussolini rem ove all military ’ ob* 
iactives from Rome and declare 
it an “open city ,” which, under 
internatio nal law, w ould put it 
outside the w ar zone. 
This is a m ove w hich has been 
urged on the Fascist chief ever 
since Ita ly entered the w ar, but 
he neve r has given any indica­ 
tion that he intended to comply . 
O bviously his reasons a re that 
R om e has provided him not only 
w ith an essential m ilitary base 
but a place* of security for his 
h eadq uarters. His reluctance can 
be understood w hen one is given 
the definition of "open city .” 
In checking on this m a tte r I 
turned to 
auth o rities 
in 
both 
W ashington and London. My un­ 
dersta nding is that an “open city ” 
is o ne from w hich h ave been r e ­ 
m oved all troops, defenses, m ili­ 
ta ry installations ( i nc l u d i ng 
h ea dq ua rte rs 
and 
headquarters 
staff), m ilitary production (which 
m eans any kind of w a r factory ), 
and transpo rtatio n facilities which 
are used for the m ovem ent of 
m ilita ry supplies 
or 
personnel. 
W hen all this has been done, the 
pow er in 
possession 
then 
de ­ 
clares th e city “open.” 
Since M ussolini 
not 
only 
is 
head of 
th e 
governm ent, 
but 
co m m ander in ch ief of the arm y 
and navy , h r obviously would be 
b a rre d from Rome. 
From an auth o ritative source 
in London I furth e r understand 
th a t the procedure of creating 
the “open city ” w ould b r initiat­ 
ed bv Italy through a third party , 
ask ing 
for 
Allied 
conditions. 
M oreover, 
the 
A llie s w o uldn’t 
rely on the ene m y ’s w ord that 
all conditions had been fulfilled, 
but w ould ta k e such steps as are 
necessary to see th a t they had 
been ca rrie d out. 
Jus t how the Allies w ould sa t­ 
isfy th em selves 
on 
this 
point 
isn’t stated. T hat w ould be laid 
dow n if and w hen th e ir condi­ 
tions w ere asked for by M usso­ 
lini. T h ey eith er w ould have to 
re ly on a th ird 
party , 
or 
send 
th e ir ow n representatives to in­ 
vestigate. It na tura lly w ould be 
sufficient if the Vatican, for in­ 
stance, should find it possible to 
give 
assurances 
th a t conditions 
had been carried out. 
O bviously it w ould bt* a heavy 
blow to ll Duce to lose Rom e not 
only as a m ilitary base but as a 
bom b-proof sh e lte r 
for 
him self 
and governm ent. B ut the thing 
cuts a lot deeper than that. Rom e 
is the h e a rt of Italy ’s railroads. 
Most of th e c o untry ’s w a r indus­ 
tries are in th e north, and in o r ­ 
der to get m unitions from the 
supply cente rs to so uth e rn Italy 
— to Sicily ,

are po ured through Rome. True, 
th e re is a railw ay w hich runs 
along th e eastern coast, close to 
the A driatic, b ut th a t is a ro und­ 
ab o ut w ay for the m ovem ent of 
m ilita ry traffic.

EUROPEAN CORN BORER—We 
have heard a lot of talk for y ears 
about an invasion of the corn 
belt 
by the European 
Corn 
Borer, but 
it is here, and 
it is already 
doing 
much 
damage to 
the early sweet 
corn, and to some 
fields of early 
com. 
The first thing 
y ou notice about 
a 
corn 
borer 
invasion 
is

broken 
tassels, and if y ou 
look at 
them closely 
y ou will see that a 
worm has 
entered the 
stalk, near 
where the tassel

broken. Un- 
i like 
many 
insects, 
it seldom 
if 
I ever eats on the outside 
of the host 
1 plant, but spends its entire 
larvae 
existence in the 
stalk, and in 
the 
ear where it may , and 
often 
does 
do great damage. 
I just 
talked with a very 
good 
corn belt 
county agent about 
this 
and he said that y ou could prevent 
some 
damage to early 
sweet corn 
by spray ing with two pounds 
of a 
5 per cent solution of 
darris root, 
and 50 gallons 
of water, to

y ou have added about three ounces 
of grassed! compound, as a sticker; 
or y ou 
can 
replace 
the 
grasselli 
compound with 
two ounces of dry 
skim milk.
